Gary McComb then took to 
the podium and demonstrated 
the unsuitability of ‘Rawdon 8’. 
Then a photo tour of the prop- 
erty was done. Members of the 
audience saw slides of a year- 
round creek, kames, eSkers, 
and a land performing class 2 
or 3 soil. It was pointed out that 
Springbrook is immediatel 
adjacent to the benpoeed land- 
fill site and is served by mostly 
shallow dug wells. There are 
over 50 houses within one half 
of a kilometer of ‘Rawdon 8’.

Mendelson knows there 
are eskers on two of the candi- 
date sites and that the, 
presence of eskers are aly 
absolute restraint on the deve- 
lopment of a landfill site. Even 
so, he still wishes to keep those 
sites under consideration.

er of a sudden spread of 
the fire or the collapse of the 
building. 

The purchase of the site, and 
the construction of roads, 
fences, and building was 
accomplished mainly through 
donations from service clubs, 
fire departments, businesses 
and individuals, and quite a bit 
of volunteer work oh the Site. 
Board President Smith said at 
least $200,000 has been spent on 
the facility to date, including a 
special federal-provincial 
grant toward the construction 
of the training tower. Howev- 
er, government sae | is not 
normal for the Centre. It relies 
on fund-raising projects by the 
Board and by area fire depart- 
mens, and donations for its 
capital expenditures. Fees 
paid by the men training there, 
cover only the cost of running 
their course. An estimated 
$100,000 is needed before wint- 
er, for the next phase of expan- 
sion at the Centre. 

A third building is planned 
and - electricity will be 
extended to the site, if the 
money can be raised through 
the letter campaign,now under 
way across Peterborough 
County. The initial mailing in 
the Lakefield area brought in 
more than $2,000 in the first 
week, and letters are still 
coming in. 

Lakefield io the centre 
in another way last year. When 
the Village took delivery of a 
new per truck, the vehicle 
retired by the fire department 
was provided for training at 
the Centre. It has been stored 
elsewhere, pending completion 
of the structure now planned. 

That building will eventually 
be for maintenance and equip-

now planned will cost an esti- 
mated quarter-of-a-million 
dollars. It will conain class- 
rooms, a lecture theatre, a 
library, film and videotape 
equipment, ‘a kitchen, and a 
large garage for a variety of 
fire trucks. It will also contain 
administration offices for the 
Centre, and will be desi to 
serve, if required, as a Control 
Centre if any disasters occur in 
this district.

The Salvation Army’s forgotten war heroine

| recently read an intriguing 
story in The Salvation Army’s 
Chidrens Newspaper™{ “ 
Young Soldier’’}, which | 
would like to share with the 
readers of Campbellford and 
the surrounding areas. I 
believe it is of particular inter- 
est during this time of year 
when we remember our nation- 
al involvements in armed 
conflict throughout the years, 
and the men and women who 
_ the supreme sacrifice 

uring those conflicts. 

“One lone woman is buried 
in the famous Dieppe War 
| Cemetery in France along with 
Canada’s celebrated war dead. 
She was killed 50 years ago in 
the early days of the Second 
World War when the German 
armies had the Allied forces 
pinned down in the French 
seaside town of Dunkirk. This

is the story of that heroine. 
The Salvation Army had 
officers and Red Shield work- 
ers statloned with the allied 
troops in France. They served 
meals, wrote letters, and 
ministered to the soldiers. Two 
of these officers, Brigadier 
Herbert Climpson and his wife 
Mary, were in charge of the 
SalvationArmy’s 90 Red Shield 
workers in France. This Engl- 
ish couple had been Salvation 
Army Officers for many years. 
When the Second World War 
broke out the Salvation Army 
sent a pioneer force to France 
to operate clubs and rest 
centres for the troops. When 
the opposing armies approach- 
ed the Town of Arras, where 
the Climpsons were working, 
they, with thousands of other 
refugees, took to the roads to 
reach safety. Enemy dive 
bombers attacked the civilians 


as they straggled along the

Society said they wanted Dee 
Her mother said they couldn’t 
have her on that day twenty 
years ago. 

In the meantime, all the 
charges by police, which until 
this time had been: ignored, 
were now compiled. Dee was 
placed on two years probation 
and sent home. 

The beatings from her 
mother sto when Dee ran 


away. 


She then boarded a roller 
coaster which put her in juve- 
nile detention, at home, in a 

roup home, in juvenile 

etention. 

By this time Dee’s mom 


. didn’t want her, the CAS could 


have her. The CAS. didn’t want 
her either. 

At fourteen years of age Dee 
was sent to referm sehool. The 
kind of reform schools that 
have now been closed down 
and terminated (or have 
they?). Dee was released at 
the age of sixteen but not 
before she was ra with a 
broom handle by fellow female 
inmates. 

When you are released from 
reform school you have to have 
a place to go.. went home. 
“} thought things were really 
going good’’. — ‘ 

Dee’s definition of good is a 
modest one. One day at school 
Dee was pulled out of class and 
taken fog meet her new foster 
ike something from the 
pages of a book, ’s foster. 
dad said he would tell authori- 
ties about her doing drugs if 
she snitched about him raping 
her. ‘It was his word against 
mine”’ says Dee.

Now Dee lived ‘‘here, there 
and everywhere’. ‘‘Reform 
school taught you only one 
thing, how to be hard, mean 
and to trust nobody". She got 
back into speed, put into 
another foster home and again 
left. Authorities call it AWOL. 
She @nded up in London, Ontar- 
io ahd turned herself in before 
her friends there could be 
charge with harbouring a 
juvenile. 

Back to Toronto and a foster 
home in the west end. That 
same day, Dee went to see her 
grandfather in hospital. When 
she left there she couldn’t 
remember where her new 
home was. She called her 
worker who told her to stay put 


Would a girl who couldn't 
remember where she lived, 
make a call to go back to 
reform school. Hardly. 

After 48 hours in solitary 
confinement and_ several 
months in reform school, ‘I 
had learned how to survive 
there (reform school) by 
now’’, she was sent to a foster 
home in Kitchener, Ontario. 
Toronto didn’t want her. 

In Kitchener the son of her 
foster parents sexually abused 
her and the maid stole money. 
Dee was blamed for the miss- 
iF haesae and charged with 


Two more foster homes 
followed. One of them she 
“really likedit and did well’. 
The second home treated her 
like a slave, which 20 years ago 
is what a lot of people adopted 
or fostered for. 

Dee, now 16, went home. 


“The beatings were better 
than going back to reform 
school or another foster 
home."’ Things at home were 
“up and down" until she 
turned 18. ~ 

On her way home from a bar 
one night, the 18 year old was 

abbed, raped and beaten. 

e believes she had been lef! 
for dead. Her mom didn’t 
believe her. « 

She ended up in a women’s 
hostel because she thought she 
was p nt; her mom didn’t 
want anything to do with that. 


It is unbelievable! A 
psychiatrist deemed Dee 
crazy, nuts and abnormal. 
Sitting across from her last 
week this reporter found Dee 
to be calm, but the scars from 
her past were evident. 


She wasn't pregnant. Her 
ovaries had been so badly 
ravaged over the years that 
some tests proved positive, 
others negative. Her mom told 
her she had better come home 
or she would kill her dog. 

An adult when she returned 
home; the violence ended. Dee 
boarded with her parents, 
giving them money. 


In 1982 Dee’s mom had open 
heart surgery. Dee never 
hated her mom, “‘I love her’. 


In conclusion, Dee appeared 
in court 34 times, attempted 
suicide twice and was raped 
around half a dozen times. 

‘Dee could be your neighbour 
and so could her mother and 
stepfather; they all reside in 


the area.
